Pursuant to your 1natruotioﬁa, 1 have made a purvey of the relative location of ex=-
ieting buildings and the line of Eapt Iet Street between East Avenue and the east City
Limite, and find that the following oconditione exiat:

Acocording to the 0ld orlginal records this astreet shoyld be 80 feet wide, but aococozd-
ing to thoe use of this street it has never been more than 60 feet wide. I rInd that
peven dulldings on the south side of Iet Street have been built right on the line of the
streot when same is oonsidered 60 feet wide, and that seven buildinge have been buils
Tight on the north line of Fast Iet Btreet. The width between curbe on thie etreet ip
g feet and there is a street car in the middle of the gtreet. Oonelderable difficulties
ave been experienced in the flow of traffic through this street when automobiles have
been parked adjacent to the curb. Inasmuch as the lezal desoription of the property on
the south eide of the street eppears to conflict with the original established width of
Baet Ist Street, the Zoning Board of Adjuetment has requested that a building line be
established for Tast Iet Street between East Avenue and Qhioon S8treet. In addition to
the fourteen dbuildinge whioch have been placed right ugon the line of East Iat Btreet as
used, other buildinge have been placed very oclose to these lines. I find that it would
Pe poeeible to widen the street five feet on eaoh side and still leave the sidewalk peven
feet wide on each side of the street, inoreasing the width between curbe to U6 feet.This
would be a great relief.
